fn the M assachusetts H ouse o f Representa­ 
tives ou the 1st o f October, .Mr Robinson mov­ 


ed a provision which would open the practice 


o f the law to all who choose to enter it. 
ill's ar­ 


gument, which was cool, dispassionate, and per­ 
fectly respectful, called forth nil unparalleled 


degree of bitter retort from many law yers in 


the H ouse, w ho instead o f treating the subject 


w ith either respect or dignity, dishonored them­ 
selves and their profession, by evincing a per­ 


sonal pique and an especial malice toward Mr 


R. 
that, in the minds o fth eco u n try members 


added great weight to his argum ents. 
M r R ’s 


view s 
were 
too 
thorough in 
the 
propos­ 
ed reform, but their basis was truth. 
N o mem­ 


ber ever less deserved the bitterness o f retort 


than did Mr R . on this occasion, and vet the 


law yers made it altogether a personal affair be­ 


tw een them ana Mr Robinson. W e propose to 


give this discussion pretty fully, tin t the people 


m ay see what sort o f stuff mere lawyers are for 
legislators. 


M r R o b in s o n of MtilBolieail moved fo strike out 
from the revised statutes a part of tile chapter con­ 
cerning Counsellors ami Attornies, consisting of 
the 19, 20,21, 22, 23, 24, 25. 20 and 27 sections of 
chapter 88, and insert instead thereof the following 
section as an amendment : “ The righ t of any per­ 
son to appear as an attorney in any court sliail not 
he questioned. 
Hut when the authority ol any one 
to appear as an attorney lor any party shall be de­ 
manded, if such person shall declare, that ho has 
been duly authorized to appear, by 
application 
made to him by such party, or by some person, 
whom he believes has been attthoiized (o employ 
him, if shill he deemed and taken to bo evidence 
ul an authority to appear and prosecute, or defend 
in any case. 
And no person shall ever be admitted 
as attorney, counsellor, or barrister in any couit in 
this Commonwealth.” 
M r 11. said his object in proposing this amend­ 
ment was to place the practice of the law, on the 
same ground, as that on which stands every other 
trade, calling or employment, 
lie wished to open 
the practise of the hw t like every other trade, to 
the uuiveiral competition of all the citizens,an that 
whoever may wish to devote his time and talents to 
the law may do so, as a matter of right, and not as 
i* fa vo r to bo Legged of the judges, and bought at a 
dear price of the fraternity of the bar. This amend­ 
ment was in suhttanco the same as the 27th rule of 
the Court ol Common Pleas. 
This rule is a public 
regu'a'ion of the court, made for the benefit, os we 
should suppose, ot all persons having business in 
the court. 
Hut the judges have decided, that none 
but the regularly admitted members of the bar can 
take advantage ol it. 
lie was not a member of the 
bar and ho had often been questioned as to his au- 
thonty to appear in the courl9 as an attorney, and 
when he attempted to take advantage of this pub­ 
lic regulation ol the court, the judges told him that 
this rule was intended only for the members of the 
bar. 
Now lie wished by adopting this court rule 
as an amendment hero, to afford to every citizen 
the same light, the same facility of doing business 
intheii own courts as the members of the bar en­ 
joy. 
This certainly is asking for the citizens, ol 
their representatives, no 
very great boon, it ¡3 
asking nothing but to carry out and enforce the ex­ 
isting provisions of the constitution and laws in re­ 
lation to this subject. 
And yet he had reason to 
believe, that this reasonable amendment would be 
opposed by the membeis of I he bar here present, 
with the groatest unanimity and power. 
But those of us who are not members ol this 
privileged fraternity ought to apply to thorn in this 
case the rule which they are in the constant habit 
ol applying toothers, that the testimony of inter­ 
ested persons is not to he taken. 
Now, the mem­ 
bers of (lie bar are all intere-ted in securing to them 
selves a monopoly in the practise of the law, and 
wo ought not to expect their assistance in legislat­ 
ing away their monopoly,and their opposition should 
he regarded as a matter of comse. 
He hopod 
however, that thcro were thoso among us noble 
enough to disregard the considerations of intorets 
and boldly contend lor equal lights. 
He had said 
that this amendment would only lie carrying out 
and enforcing the existing provisions of the" con­ 
stitution and laws in relation to this subject. 
The 
constitution declares in the 12th article of the bill 
of rights, that “ every citizen has the right of being 
heard by himself or his counsel at his election? 
And the statute of 1785 provides, in c xaet accord­ 
ance with this provision of the constitution, that the 
•‘parties may plead and manage their own causes 
personally, or by the assistance of such counsel, as 
tfiey shall set Jit to engage.” Now any one would 
suppose, that, with these plain provisions of the 
constitution and law, no one could ever find any 
difficulty in doing business in our public courts 
1 lie constitution and law say, that any one may. 
have such counsel as he may sec fit to engage. 
It 
would be «trailgo indeed if they did not say so. 
Have we not the right to employ whoever we please 
to do our business for us ? 
Hut yet (lie right of 
being heard by such counsel as the parlies may see 
fit to engage, has been con>lantly denied butli by 
the courts and the bar fora long seiies of years. 
To prove this, let any member of this great legis­ 
lature, who is not a member ol tile privileged com­ 
bination of tiie bar. attempt to appear as an attor­ 
ney for any one in any court in this city, and he 
will then see with what indignity and contempt he 
will he 3purned both by the bench and the bar

Hut what i* moie wondei u than nil the test is, 
the manner in which the < ofHlt)k«ioner> <n the 
revised statutes < ave attempted to forfify this ex­ 
clusive privilege of lawyer«. 
Every statute reht- 
¡ng to the privilfg •* of the bar, they have I bored 
to aticnfthetl as much as possible, without entirely 
changing the law, and every rtafulo in favor of 
•he rqual rights of the rest of the citizens they 
have weakened n the same degree. 
Sec how 
thev h »v* weaken >d (he h w of i f is . 
It is here 
rendered, “ parties »>e authorized to manage, pros- 
teufe and defend their own suit« personally, or by 
their counsol or attunics.” 
Hut tin- statute read*, 
‘the pirties may plead and manage tlieir own caus­ 
es personally, or by the assistance of such counsel 
as they may fee f t to engage 
«videntiv extend­ 
ing fo others as well as fho members ot the bar.— 
W ho cannot fee that (ho rending in the revised 
statutes is calculated to favor the construction which 
has always been given to this law by (lux e firtf 
and the bar ! 
They Inve introduced in tho statute 
the substance of the bar rules in relation to the ad­ 
mission and prarfi-e of attornies, and in this way 
they would fasten upon nc this odious monopoly for 
ever. 
There is no law in this Sinto like tho 221 
section in the revised statutes. 
But it is in opposi­ 
tion both to the constitution and hw , which allow- 
every 
citizen 
to 
practise in 
every court.____ 
This section c h i be found no where but in tho rules 
of (he bar. 
It is in llicso words :—“ Every person 
admitted nn attorney by the Supreme Court, may 
practise as such in every court in the State ; and 
< very person admitted by llm Court of Common 
Pleas may practise in every court in the State ex­ 
cept the Supreme Court.” 
T he object of this sec­ 
tion is to legalize that rule of the bar, which pro­ 
vides degrees, privileges, ranks and titles for tho 
members of the bar. 
When a person is admitted 
by the Court of Common Pleas, he takes the first 
degree, with the title of attorney at law. 
lie 
Has then the privilege of doing business in the Court 
of Common Pleas, to fill writs, plead cases, & c.— 
nut whenever his client appeals, he can servo him 
no longer, toif rnu*t hand him over to some higher 
dignitary of Hie law. 
After lie lias practised in this 
wap for four years, and lias faithfully conformed to 
all the npon and secret rules of tho ¡aw, he may he 
admitted by tho Supreme Court, and receive the 
degree of the tide of Counsellor at Law. 
He is 
now endowed with the privilego ot practising in all 
the courts in this State, and of taking charge of 
law student« at the tuition of at least three dollars 
per week. 


These are the common degrees, to which all the 
members may aspire. 
But thoso who by a long 
course of years have proved their fidelity to tho 
b ir, and are found possessed of popularity among 
the citizens, and capacity to promote the interes's 
of the fraternity, may be raised to the honorable 
degree of Barrister of law, in the form, he now 
re id Irom the iu Ios of the S J Court. 
'‘Commonwealth ol Massachusetts. To A 
o f 
, greeling. 
W e well knowing your 
learning and integ'ity command you, that you ap 
pear before our Justices of our S ' J. Court next t 
be liolden **t---- , within and lor our County o l 
, 
on the — 
Tuesday o f 
next, then ami there 
in our saic Court, to take upon vou the state and 
degree ot a Barrister at law,” “ which writ shall 
ba lairly engrossed on parchment, and kept as a 
voucher of his being legally called to the bar. 
And the Banisters shall take rank accordin 
the date ol their respective writs.’ 


Thus may ihe privileged members of the bar ho 
carried on from degree to degree, Irom title to ti­ 
tle 
until 
they ariive to the most sublime de­ 
gree ot barrister ot the Supreme Court ol tho Unit­ 
ed States. 
Now all these provisions of the revis­ 
ed statutes, which he proposed tostiike out, arc 
contrived to legalize all this nonsensical, foolish, 
aristocratic stuff, to provide laws lor an order of no­ 
bility, to authorize the courts to confer privileges, 
titles, stales, degrees, ranks, and all the other dis­ 
tinctions in which a privileged rank delights to be­ 
deck itself. 
Such legislation is worthy ol the bar 
from which it originated, hut it is perfectly un­ 
worthy ol the people ol tiiis Commonwealth, and 
they have but to understand it, in order to bold it in 
utter contempt. Thct'omini-sioners have provided 
laws iu the 26'h and 27th sections broad enough 
to cover all (he rules ol the bar, ai.d the rules ol 
the courts, which are always one and the same 
thing. 
Thus not only legalizing all the lorms and 
ceremonies ol admission to She bar, but also those 
ol excommunication from the bar, affording this 
great combination not only the powor of conferring 
privileges, titles, ranks, and ¡honors, but also (ho 
power of inflicting punishments, fine,«, degradations, 
expulsions, in fine, rendering a part of the citizens 
amenable to laws not applicable to tho rest. 
With 
this power, the bar is possessed of all the attributes 
ol sovereignty; it is completely a 
government 
within a government, posses-ed ot the whole dan­ 
gerous power of rewards and puninhmeula, the pow­ 
er almost ot life and death, the power of excluding

Irom tho servile temple ol justice, altogether too 
pure for the uninitiated ! 
Now, who can help see­ 
ing that llte claim of the fraternity of the bar to 
the exclusive privilege of doing business in the 
courts, is a complete usurpation of one of the most 
important rights of ali tho citizens in defiance of 
both constitution and law ? 
'I he amendment now 
proposed will afford no new right, but as ha said 
belore, merely icstore that, which a powerful, nu­ 
merous and learned combination havo usurped. It 
is wonderful to observe with what assiduity, zoal 
«nd cunning tho bar have a l w a y s labored to fortify 
themselves by legislation, by court rules, and by 
every u h r means, in the enjoyment ol this mono­ 
poly 
Whenever they have been strong in tho 
Jegt?lature, they have never failed to enact laws to 
tiivor their monopoly, regardless of the constitution 
which secures to us tho right of being beard bv 
ourselves, or our counsel at our election. 
And 
who are our counsel hut those ¡ndiv duals, whom 
we may choo.se to consult, and this legislature has 
no right to narrow down our choica from the whole 
human race to a few privileged individual». Every 
law which tends thus to narrow down our choice, 
has been brought about by tho selfishness of law- 


a man from the only trade he has ever learned” and 
the only business in which he is able to get his 
bread. 


Tho commissioner* say in the notes.thal the power 
granted in these two sectmns have always been 
exeicised by the courts, 
it is true that the bar and 
the judges as members of the bar, have always ex­ 
ercised these powers, but then they have dune so 
w itiiout law, and he Imped this house would never 
confirm these usurpations. 
The power ol excom­ 
munication, is coiibidert d by tho bar, like that of 
capital pumshment. 
The individual is no former 
rec gmzed as a brother. 
All his titles, ranks, de­ 
grees and'privileges are revoked; he is not allowed 
to appear in the court, he is looked upon as dead, 
executed, and it he «ore so in fact it would be bel­ 
ter for him. 
But this tremendous power i* very 
seldom ex. rcised. never indeed except in cases of 
great infidelity to (he rules, regulation and govern­ 
ment oi the bar, such as assisting any peison to 
manage his own case in the Courts, divulging any 
ol their secret*, or rendering advice or assistance 
to nny irregular practitioner. 
These offences aro 
regard id as high treason to the bar, and aro always 
punished accordingly. 
He knew that tho ostenH- 
b o reason lor the exercise ol this power, i to ex­ 
clude men ol bad morals, dishonest men, promoters 
oi litigation, extortioners, &c. 
Hut he had never 
heard of a man expelled for any ot these reasons 
But he had heard a member ol the bar, who at­ 
tempted to render him some assistance in the couit 
threatened with expulsion, by another member in 
full communion, who had violated ihe laws ol the 
and, and 
* 
. . 
- 
land, ami outraged the feeling* ol civilized sneie*y. 
Indeed wp are all acquainted perhaps with mem­ 
bers of the bar in full communion, who are not re­ 
gard d as patterns ul morality, honesty and virtue 
1 his great power then is not sought by the bar 
for the reward ot learning 
and futue, and the 
punishment of ignorance and vice, hut iu orde* 
to sustain the monopoly. 
They 
know that the 
natural sensibility ol man revolts against their ex­ 
action*, extortion* and restrictions; that members 
would secede and expose the ci alt, if they had not 
the power3 > attract them by titles sn l honors, to 
bribe them by v»ry lucrative and exclusive prit i- ) 
,egos, and t > hold over them the fear of punnh- 


merit. 
The 2(5th seeiion provide*», tint “ courts 
may estibli h rules to regulate and ascertain the 
qualifications of persons applying for admission ns 
counsellors a ml attornies.” 
The object of this *«c- 
tiori is to legalize all the rules of the bar in relation 
to this subject. 
It gives the courts powrr to make 
rules. 
This is a power which they have nlway« 
exercised. 
Now lot us seo what are tho ru le s of 
the courts In relation to tho admission of attornies. 
He 
read from tho published rules of 
thu Court 
of Common Pleas: 
Role 1st 
“ Any person may he admitted nn at­ 
torney of this rourf, who shall have had a liberal 
education and ,i regular degree at some public col­ 
lege, and afterwards have commenced and pursued 
the practise of the law in tho office and undor tho 
inali notion of some practising counsellor nt law, 
for three years, having fust been recommended hu 
the bar of ¿ho county." 
Rule 21. 
“ Any person 
not having had a liberal education, and a regular 
degree, who shall have commenced and pursued the 
study of tho law in tho nflioe of some practising 
counsellor at law for the »orm ol five years, and 
recommended ng aforesaid, shall bo considcicd as 
qualified for admission.” 
W e see, then, that no person can be admitted by 
the court without the recommendation of the bar, 
and no one can get the recommendation of the liar 
until he has complied with all tha rules of the bar 
and is willing to become a member of the fraternity 
It is necessary now to see what aro the rules of 
tho bar, for we are about to legalize all (lieac pie- 
emu* regulations, if we pa«s this chapter without 
this amendment. 
Now the rule« of the bar are in 
substance tho same as the rules of the court, the 
rules of the judges, who aro always the rno-t im­ 
portant members of the bar, in the enjoyment of its 
highest state, degrees, ranks and titles. 
The rules 
of the bar only go a little more into detail. 
They 
require that the applicant for admission must in 
the first place, have been regularly admitted into 
one ol our aristocratic incorporated colleges, or 
universities. 
He must there spend at least four 
years either in study, or at his election, in a kind 
of cop1,1 v monastic idleness. 
He is then, wise or 
foolish, learned or ignorant, admitted to a degree 
and honored with a title. 
His name is then per­ 
mitted to be enrolled upon the archives or the bar, 
and ¡liter spending «1 least three years more un­ 
der Hie nominal tuition of a member of the bar, who 
has been raised to tho privileges and dignity of 
counsellor at law, to whom lie must pay at least 
$450, he is then admitted, a* a matter of course 
into the privileged brorheihood of the bar. 
Hut if 
the applicant have not a degree, and a title from a 
college, he must devote at least five years under 
the nominal instruction of one of these high digni­ 
taries of the bar, and produce a certificate of having 
paid him for tuition $750, befort his application for 
admission will be received. 
* 
* 
*

* 
W e see then, that it is not important for tho h w 
student to devote much of his Hrne to study 
Yet 
it is against the rule (or him to ro any kind of busi­ 
ness for hi* own support during the time required, 
lie is not «irowed to keep a school, not even an eve- 
ning school during lira term. 
These rules are so 
exclusive, that there are but few, and none but the 
»«os of the rich, who can comp’ 
with them. 
And 
no person can he admitted, evan il he bo more 
learned than Johnson.a greater lawyer than Bacon, 
more eloquent than Cicero, il he have devoted his 
time till old age with the most intenso application 
to study under the most learned instructors, unless 
he go step by step through all the forms and cere­ 
monies, rules and regulations of the bar. 
Now w ho cannot sec,»hat the object of these rules 
is to prevent competition, to keep out of the pro’ 
lession every poor man's son, every man of self- 
education, to exclude every such man as Patrick 
Henry, Roger Sherman, W illiam Pinckney and 
John Marshall i w hose names are now the honor, 
the ornament and boast ot our country. 
They did 
not comply with any such bar rules as we have 
1 
here, and according to those rules, it they were 
alive now, could they be admitted to the bar ? 
The remainder of ibis chapter, which I propose 
to strike out, relates to the lees, which members 
are to pay oil admission, requiring tho payment of 
$20on admission to tho degroe of attorney at law, 
and $30 on admission to the rank of Counsellor at 
1 ivv. 
This money must bo paid into the treasury 
ol the bar, under the iiamo of the law library asso­ 
ciation. 
Now why should wo trouble ourselves 
about what contributions (be bar may think proper 
to make among its members lor the purchase ot 
law books? 
'1 be law library bought with these 
admission fee», is claimed as the private proporty 
ol the bar, 
And no person who is not a member of 
tho bar can have 
recourse to it. 
Let tho bar 
then provide their own admission fees like other 
socielies, and notaftbid its members the miserable 
argument, that tho law exacts an excise duty of 
them as tho price ol their exclusive privileges; a 
law enacted by the influence of the bar thus plausi­ 
bly to strengthen their monopoly. 
Ho had now examined all the provisions of this 
chapter, which ho wished to strike out, and it he 
had not been succes.du! in convincing every mem­ 
ber, who is not a member of the bar, that these 
provisions,and the rules ol the courts and the bar 
which they go to legalize, are exclusive, unequal, 
unconstitutional piivileges, unworthy of the spirit 
ot tho age, it must be because ho had not been 
abb* to make him &lt understood. 
His miiid con­ 
ceived ot 
reasons and objections against them, 
which il tlioy could bo communicated must be 
convincing to all. 
Now the amendment, which 1 
propose (iaid Mr R .) instead o f theae puerile, nar­ 
row, exclusive provisions, if adopted, will confer 
no now right, but merely restore to ihe citizens a 
right secured fo them both by the constitution and 
law,but which the courts and the bar have usurp­ 
ed. 
1 ins legislature have attempted to restore this 
right before, but in consequence of tho craft ol the 
members ol the bar in the legislature, it failed. 
When the bar had decided that the statute of I7«5, 
which provides that parties may manage their own 
causes personally or by (be assistance of such 
counsel, as they may see f t to engage; when the 
bar decided this statute meant to confine the choice 
iu all cases to themselves, and when the judges, 
as usual, confirmed this decision, and drovii every 
body else out oi court, the legislature attempted to 
restore (he right, but as I said before,failed. They 
passed a law in these words : 
“ Whereas it has been represented to this legist«, 
lature, (Hat doubts have arisen in some ol the courts 
ol judicature in this Commonwealth, respecting tho 
right of persons to constitute attornies, other than 
those which have been admitted in the usual form 
pi o&rribed by law; for the leinoval of which doubts, 
Bo it enacted,Him any person of decent and moral 
character, who sha'I produce in couit a power, or 
lo fer oi attorney for that purpose, shall have lull 
authority to pro*« cute and defend any suit or mat* 
tcr.n* fully as if such person was an attorney of 
sti<!» court,” 
i ho object of this statute was clearly to testore 
to the citizens a right which they had a l w a y s pos- 
Hc-sed, but which the courts and the bar had 
usurped. 
It was proposed to give every man of 
g o o d moral character tho same facility of doing 
business in the courts, which the members of the 
bar ««joyed, 
But at tho time of the enactment of 


Hus law, it had bee it the custom for the ntstiihcrs of 
(he !»ar, in order to tax the parties with the price ol 
a power of attorney, to appear in (lie com ts with 
this qualification, and Uu reforo it set mod equal 
and reasonable to the unsuspecting mein be i« ot tho 
logisfntuio, who were not of this privileged asso­ 
ciation, to irquire of others tho same qualification. 
Hut afterwards, in onlur to havo it in their power 
still In practise tho same law cialt, and secme to 
(heir privileged bar association tho same monopoly 
in thoir trade, they dispensed \>y a couit and bar 
rule, with their power* ol attorney. So that the 
law which appeared equal and constitutional at the 
time ol it* enactment is now manifestly unequal and 
uneouatltutionai 
Now let us seo bow a person 
wBI sijcccod il he attempt to practise m tho courts 
under tin* law. 
M r R. 
said 
he ought to know 
•wnething about it, 
for ho had 
attempted to 
practice under the law. 
In tho first plare he is 
told that it lie attempts to practise without being 
regularly admitted to tho bar, that tho “ holy alli- 
anco 
ol the court mid the bar will declare a per­ 
petual war against him and put him down. 
It he 
is not intimidated with this threat, they make hurt 
produce Ins power of attorney. 
They then object 
to tho decency and morality of his character, and 
ore permitted by the court, under this brad,to abuse 
him with tho most scandalous billingsgate scurrili­ 
ty; while the judge tells him he has no right in Ins 
court, that he might as well come, and tako the 
judges bench, as to practice law without being ad­ 
mitted to the bar. 
He is then obliged to send 
homo and get witnesses to prove the decency and 
morality of hi* character. 
It ho pass through this 
ordeal unscathed, ihe fraternity Call to cavelling 
with bis 
power of attorney. 
They object to its 
formality. 
Ho shows that it is sufficiently formal. 
They object to its execution. 
He shows that it is 
executed according to law. 
Tin y object to the sig­ 
nature. 
He produces a witness. 
They object to 
tho witness and require subscribing witne«*es. 
If 
all this infamous subterfuge arouse Ins indignation, 
and be retort with severity, they represent it as a 
contempt o f court, and require the judge to exoi- 
cise Ins arbitrary, unconstitutional power of com­ 
mitment. 
Alter they have exhausted themselves 
in ibis way without success, according to their bnr 
rules to put him down, they add to the persecution 
ot him the persecution of his employer. 
They 
have recourse to every dilatory measure in order 
to harrass and perplex him, and put him to un­ 
necessary co-ts. 
They excite vexatious law suits 
against him, 
and practise overy other art within 
the reacii ot a numerous and powerful fraternity, 
to teach him tho danger of employing any other 
person, than one of their own brotherhood to do 
business for him in the courts 
* 
* 
* 
He thought fie had shown, that the attempt of 
the legislature, to restore to the citizens the right 
ol doing business in their own court«, had failed, 
and it was due to us to enforce this right by some 
other means. 
Hut there was no way by which 
this light can bo effectually enforced, 
but by lay­ 
ing the practise ol the law open to universal com­ 
petition, by abolishing our present bar nobility, 
and prohibiting (lie courts from conferring upon 
them 
ranks, titles and privileges. 
While these 
privilege« continue, the bar will always bo strong 
enough to plaoe their own members on the bench, 
and secure their ««-operation in every scheme to 
defend and maintain these privileges. 
As 
it is 
now, the bench and the bar are one and the same 
thing. 
No man can ever be raised to Hie bench 
until he has passed all the degrees, and reeuived all 
the titles and honors of tho bar. Indeed the hir have 
in effect the appointing of Hie judges. 
W henever 
a vacancy occurs,the bar recommend to the Execu­ 
tive one or more of their own brotherhood, whom 
they have long tiied, and whose fidelity to their 
craft they hivo long proved. 
And he that is tho 
most strongly recommended, and js of the same po­ 
litical party with the Governor,is always appointed. 
Behold what a seminary is her« lor the educa­ 
tion of judge« !

justice of the 
cause, without at 
least, 
loosing 
something of that keen scn-e of right which is 
natural to him ? 
Hut the judges aro always select­ 
ed Irom among those, who by a long course ot 
practise have shown themselves the most skilful in 
tho ait ol making the worse appear the b< llur rea­ 
son, of making truth look hke falsehood, and false­ 
hood and villainy appear like justice and truth. 
And ought we to suppose that these men, who all 
Hinir lives long, have been prostituting their tal­ 
ents lor pay, aro the only persons fit to be especial 
guardians of law, equity and justice ? 
Hut this is 
the only school from which our judges can be so- 
lccied. 
Our judiciary is consequently corrupt, 
despotic; the people ot Turkey would not live un­ 
der a more despotic judiciary than ours. 
But no 
refoi in c ni ever take place until men,who do not be­ 
long to the brotherhood of the bar, who hate such 
Combinations, can lie raised to the bench 
But 
every such man, whatever may be his abilities, is 
comjiletely ineligible. 
Inoecd every one in fa­ 
vor ol equal rights and opposed fo exclusive privile­ 
ges, and the*e aro a vast majority of our fellow 
citizens, is denied the right of practising law,and 
putting himself in the lino of promotion to the 
bench, ns completely as if there were a provision 
oi the constitution to that effect. 
Ho was well 
acquainted with the case of an individual, who had 
devoted many years to the study of law, arid who 
had become well acquainted with tho practis« ol 
law, but who on account ol his opposition to the 
exclusive privileges of »lie bar, could not be ad­ 
mitted to practise; 
although llio statute law of 
the Commonwealth enables any one to be admitted, 
who has qualified himself, whatever may be his 
opinions in relation to the bar. 
* 
* 
We have now seen that it is impossible for any 
one to practise law without Hdmissien by the coens, 
and no one can ho admitted by the courts without 
a recommendation from tha bar, and none can be 
recommended by the b ar, who are opposed to the 
bar, to the exclusive privilege» of ihe bir. 
It fol­ 
lows then, that all the-e individuals, who are in 
fa v o r (>f equal rights, and opposed to exclusive 
privileges, who alwavs conatitutute a vast majority 
of the people, are as effectually excluded from 
doing business in their own courts, as though they 
were prohibited by an express provision of tho 
constitution. 
Is it not wonderful, that the legislature lias not 
looked into this subject before, and provided a rem­ 
edy for the*e enormous abuses, abuses existing nt 
the very fountain head of justice? 
I can only ex­ 
cuse it in others, said M r R — m the same way I 
have cxcus. •! myself ever since I have been in the 
legislature, from lenr of opposition and r'diculo, 
Irom a seme of 
inability to 
oppose 
the evil, 
from want ol health, ami fiom an unwillingness to 
bring down upon him the indignation of many es­ 
teemed, talented and powerful member« of the leg­ 
islature. 
Hut how can no any longer neglect, 
since the ice is broken, to do something to restore 
this mo*t important privilege to tho people? Bv 
adopting this amendment, those who hereafter pre­ 
pare themselves for the practi-e ol law, will not be
